wrapped with holiday papers and 
-seals make*a inost appropriate gift 
for a child' or a grownup friend. If 
the cookies are packed aa soon aa 
made and quantities of waxed paper 
used to Bit the box and the box th»n 
securely wrapped and tied, the 
cookies will keep freab for at least 
two weeks so that they can be sent 
distances to those away from home. 
A metal box If available Is suggested 
to nse for holding Christmas sweets 
when they are to be seat oat ot 
town, as then there la leas chance of 
air getting into the products which 
causes them to become stale. When 
packing confections It Is best to 
pack them very tightly. Use waxed 
papers between layers of foods.
